Speed-Up  Program 
To  Include  11  Weeks 
Of  Summer  School 

In  keeping  with  the  nation- 
I  wide  trend  toward  accelerated 
college  programs  in  order  to 
I  meet  the  current  emergency. 
Wartburg  college  will  offer  a  full 
eleven-week  summer  school  ses- 
I  sion  this  year,  according  to  news 
I  received  from  Dr.  Carl  F.  Reuss, 
dean  of  the  faculty. 

Session  will  be  divided  into 
I  periods,  the  first  from  June  11 
I  to  July  17,  the  second  from  July 
18  to  August  25.  Courses  will  be 
especially  designed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  June  high  school 
graduates  who  wish  to  begin 
their  college  education  during 
the  summer. 

Various  Courses  Offered. 

“As  usual,  we  will  also  offer  the 
courses  for  teachers  seeking  to 
meet  certification  requirements 
as  well  as  some  subjects  especially 
aimed  at  regular-session  Wart¬ 
burg  students  who  wish  to  accel¬ 
erate  their  degree  programs," 
added  Dr.  Reuss. 

Maximum  number  of  twelve  se¬ 
mester  credits  can  be  earned  dur¬ 
ing  the  eleven  weeks,  making 
the  session  almost  equal  to  a  reg¬ 
ular  semester.  Under  considera¬ 
tion  at  present  are  plans  for  of¬ 
fering  a  full-year  philosophy 
course  during  the  second  term. 
College  To  Print  Catalog. 

Further  information  about  the 
summer  session  will  be  published 
as  plans  progress.  The  college 
public  relations  department  in¬ 
tends  to  print  a  full  summer 
catalog  when  final  decisions  have 
been  arrived  at. 

"It  will  be  helpful  in  prelim¬ 
inary  planning,"  said  Dr.  Reuss. 
"if  students  will  inform  me  or 
their  advisers  of  courses  they  es¬ 
pecially  would  like  to  take  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  session."

2.  Must  have  had  one  year  pre¬ 
vious  experience  on  respective 
publication. 

3.  Must  have  exhibited  quali¬ 
ties  of  leadership. 

4.  Must  be  a  junior  or  senior 
at  time  of  taking  office. 

More  Requirements  Needed. 

In  addition  to  these,  other  re¬ 
quirements  are  necessary  for 
certain  positions.  For  editorship 
of  the  TRUMPET,  applicant  must 
rank  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
student  body  scholastically  the 
previous  semester — upper  third 
to  receive  $200  TRUMPET  schol¬ 
arship;  must  have  a  grade-point 
ratio  of  2.5  or  higher  in  English, 
journalism  and  major  field  the 
previous  semester — 3.0  to  qualify 
for  scholarship.  Requirements  for 
Fortress  editor  are  identical,  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  scholarship  is  for 
$130. 

Additional  requirements  for  ed¬ 
itor  of  Castle  Tales  are  one  se¬ 
mester  of  upper  level  college 
composition,  journalism  n  o  t 
being  necessary,  and  rank  in  up¬ 
per  half  of  student  body  the  pre¬ 
vious  seme.tter  in  respect  to 
scholarship. 

Business  Must  Qualify. 

Qualifications  for  business  man¬ 
ager  of  both  the  TRUMPEIT  and 
the  Fortress,  in  addition  to  the 
general  requirements,  are  grade 
point  ratio  of  2.5  or  higher  in 
business  courses  and  major  field 
and  rank  in  upper  half  of  student 
body  scholastically  the  previous 
semester. 

To  qualify  for  the  $100  scholar¬ 
ship  for  TRUMPET  business  man¬ 
ager  or  $75  scholarship  for  For¬ 
tress,  applicant  must  have  a 
grade  point  of  3.0  or  higher  in 
business  courses  and  in  his  ma¬ 
jor  field.

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Urge  Students'  Support 

On  page  four  of  the  TRUMPET  today  is  a  story  presenting 
an  appeal  from  the  editor  of  the  paper  to  the  students  for 
cooperation  in  paying  the  voluntary  50-cent  charge  to  meet 
the  increased  printing  costs  this  year.  It  seems  that  some¬ 
what  less  than  half  of  the  student  body  has  so  far  made  the 
contribution,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  treasurer’s  office 
made  it  possible  for  registering  students  to  pay  the  money 
there,  together  with  the  rest  of  their  college  bill. 

To  be  exact,  215  students  have  so  far  paid  $107.50.  That 
means  that  at  least  340  others  have  failed  to  make  their 
contribution.  These  students  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  pay  their  50  cents  next  Monday,  Feb.  5.  A  TRUMPET 
staff  member  will  be  available  all  day  at  a  table  underneath 
the  north  bulletin  board  to  collect  the  money  from  those 
who  want  to  pay. 

We  would  like  to  make  it  clear  once  more  that  this 
increased  charge  is  due  to  absolutely  unforeseeable  increases 
in  the  cost  of  printing  the  paper  at  the  local  print  shop.  No 
amount  of  careful  management  could  have  economized  an 
extra  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  out  of  a  budget 
already  cut  to  the  bone.  Yet,  if  the  TRUMPET  is  to  continue 
its  existence  at  Wartburg,  that  money  must  be  found  some¬ 
where. 

In  a  way,  we  may  well  regard  the  attitude  of  the  students 
in  helping  their  paper  in  this  emergency  as  a  sort  of  vote  of 
confidence.  Students  who  refuse  to  make  their  contribution 
thereby  endanger  the  continuance  of  their  own  paper.  Further, 
we  would  like  to  remind  the  students  that  they  themselves 
approved  of  the  charge  without  a  dissenting  vote  at  the  last 
student  body  meeting  before  Christmas  vacation. 

We  realize  that  there  is  no  way  in  which  we  can  legally 
enforce  the  collection  of  this  money.  We  wouldn't  want  to, 
if  we  could.  However,  it  certainly  doesn’t  seem  fair  to  those 
who  have  already  contributed  if  some  others  refuse  to  meet 
their  obligation.  This  is  a  problem  that  can  only  be  licked 
by  ALL  THE  STUDENTS  TOGETHER.  The  support  of  some 
is  not  enough,  as  much  as  we  appreciate  it.  We  feel  sure 
that  most  of  those  who  have  not  yet  contributed  will  do  so 
if  provided  another  opportunity.  Many  of  them  didn’t  have 
their  money  along  when  they  paid  their  bill  in  the  treasurer’s 
office  by  check.  We  appeal  to  those  students  not  to  forget 
their  paper  when  they  pass  that  table  in  the  Ad  building  next 
Monday. 


POLITICAL  PAGEANT

UMT  Not  Advisable 

For  tbe  second  time  in  a  generation  the  draft  is  disrupting  the 
lives  of  numerous  Americans.  Many  of  the  young  men  so  affected 
and  others  who  feel  the  constant  threat  of  war  have  added  their 
voices  to  tbe  cry  for  universal  military  conscription.  Why  is  such  a 
system  needed?  On  what  facts  do  its  enemies  base  their  objections? 

A  large  number  of  people  believe  that  natlonat  conscription 
would  solve  several  of  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences  now 
confronting  us.  Our  youth  would  be  expected  to  serve  for  a 
specified  period  after  they  had  reached  a  certain  age.  With  this 
in  mind  they  could  make  definite  plans  which  would  not  be 
abruptly  interrupted  by  sudden  calls  to  military  service.  Our 
nation  would  build  up  a  reservoir  of  trained  manpower  sufficient 
to  meet  any  emergency.  From  the  surface,  at  least,  this  system 
would  appear  to  be  the  answer. 

What  have  the  opponents,  and  I  am  one  of  their  number,  to  say? 
First  they  might  declare  that  traditionally  the  United  States  has 
always  rejected  this  European  custom.  This  nation  has  always  been 
able  to  depend  upon  a  patriotic  citizenry  who  would  serve  in  the 
armed  forces  in  times  of  national  crisis.  A  system  of  compulsory 
military  training  during  times  when  the  national  need  is  not  so 
apparent  would  be  damaging  to  this  wholesome  American  attitude. 

Consider  the  example  of  other  countries  that  have  tried  this 
system  The  results  are  certainly  not  reassuring.  France,  with  a 
huge  conscripted  army,  was  rapidly  overrun  by  German  forces  in  the 
early  days  of  the  last  war.  A  number  of  observers  placed  the  blame 
upon  the  spirit-sapping  French  conscription  system,  which  throughout 
the  years  had  worked  to  smother  the  fire  of  unselfish  patriotism. 

A  universal  conscription  system  is  almost  always  followed  by 
the  growth  of  a  military  hierarchy.  This  group  would  owe  it  to 
self-interest  to  block  any  move  to  halt  conscription,  even  in 
peacetime.  In  other  countries  this  high  mililery  clique  has  wielded 
a  sinister  power  in  the  highest  councils  of  state.  It  is  not  un¬ 
believable  to  think  that  this  could  happen  in  the  United  States. 

There  are  only  two  valid  reasons  for  instituting  conscription.  If 
this  country  expects  to  maintain  a  precarious  armed  “peace"  for  de¬ 
cades  to  come,  perhaps  this  system  can  be  tolerated.  The  only  other 
reason  that  a  nation  could  be  justified  in  taking  this  step  is  if  that 
nation  is  planning  an  offensive  action  which  will  range  over  a  period 
of  years.  This  kind  of  bare  aggression  has  never  yet  been  American 
policy,  and  we  hope  that  it  never  will  be.

Nevertheless,  Don  Rice's 
(Brack  Weaver’s)  tenor  showed  a 
promise  of  great  ability  if,  as  we 
hope,  he  can  learn  to  conquer 
his  tenseness.  In  the  scenes  in 
which  he  forgot  about  the  audi¬ 
ence  and  concentrated  on  the  ac¬ 
tion,  he  came  through  with  sur¬ 
prising  ease. 

Cast  Has  Staga-Frighf. 

Bernie  Siefken  (The  Leader) 
also  seemed  a  bit  tense.  Yet  he, 
like  the  rest  of  the  cast,  dis¬ 
charged  himself  well  of  a  role 
which  was  bound  to  be  somewhat 
frightening  because  of  its  novel¬ 
ty. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  bit 
player  was  Barton  Bauer,  as  Jen¬ 
nie's  father,  whose  natural  gruff¬ 
ness  added  the  touch  of  hominess 
which  the  show  needed.  Besides 
Jennie,  he  was  the  best-cast  ac¬ 
tor  of  the  evening. 

Chorus  Well-Coached. 

Unusually  well-coached,  the 
chorus  supported  the  whole  cast 
admirably  and  may  perhaps  be 
thanked  for  saving  this  show 
from  the  almost  inevitable  stilted 
quality  of  amateur  musicals. 
Credit  for  the  first-class  perform¬ 
ance  here  goes  to  Co-director 
Lois  Snyder,  senior,  whose  know¬ 
ledge  of  music  knitted  the  chorus 
together  into  a  finely  blended 
group. 

Phil  Mueller,  senior  and  also 
co-director,  and  Adviser  Ray  Wil- 
derman,  deserve  the  credit  for 
the  technical  direction  which  fol¬ 
lowed  a  well-established  tradition 
of  excellence.  Fran  Wuebbens, 
who  designed  and  painted  the 
background,  once  more  proved 
her  ability. 

On  the  whole,  we  may  well 
say.  "Congratulations  on  a  diffi¬ 
cult  job  well  done," 

Musicals,  admittedly  hard  to 
stage  by  non-professional  groups, 
have  long  been  missing  from  the 
Wartburg  stage.  Thursday  night 
was  a  good  start.
